What I am interested in knowing, is whether one can 
commit suicide and leave no powder burns, the edges of the wound 
were clear, leave no gun-powder in the wound, nor any hair or 
tissue throughout the wound. 

The party in question was shot in the side of the 
head with a .22 pistol. He was operated on, of course, which 
leaves some doubt in my mind as to whether this foreign matter 
would have been removed then and therefore not show up in the 
autopsy report. Or, would there still be something in the wound 
even after the operation? 

If you would be so kind as to send me any information 
concerning the distance the gun had to be from the person shot in 
order the leave a clean wound, I would greatly appreciate it. 

Also, if you would, will you tell me where I can go 
for help in this case. The party in question was in the navy, 
although off -leave at the time. The local police and navy did do 
some investigating during the nine days he was unconscious but 
wasted no time in signing the death certificate as suicide the minute 
he died. After ten months, none of us are any less sure of our 
conviction that it definitly was murder but, who can we turn to 
for help. I can't dci anything alone and his parents are also trying 
but, they can't do too much either as they are in Oklahoma.

Admiral William C. Mott, present Judge Advocate General of the 
United States Navy, called me this afternoon. I am well acquainted with 
him and from time to time he passes on confidential items. He told me 
today, very confidentially, that Admiral Chester Ward (Retired), gave a 
speech in Honolulu, where he is currently residing, and allegedly made 
the statement, "President Kennedy talks like Churchill, but he acts like 
Chamberlain." Mott said the White House is very disturbed by this and an 
inquiry has been made of Mott from one of the White House assistants as 
to whether or not the former Judge Advocate General had violated a law 
and could be eourt-martialled for defaming the President. Mott said he 
replied that it is true that there are certain legal considerations 
governing the .conduct of former Naval officials , but he did not think 
that in this particular instance there was any reason for action because 
Admiral Ward has issued a denial that he made the statement. At this 
point, the matter rests.

SRear Admiral William C f MIott, Ji^JLA^jjJ^ 
who has^for some time been a contact^qf mine^ called on October 26, 1962 and 
offered to brief the men of the Division on the legal basis for the, "blockade" of 
Cuba. Subsequently on October 29, 1962, he spent some 2 hours of his time in a 
briefing 'with key men of the Division developing the historical basis for blockades 
and legal considerations relating to the United States position, particularly as it 
relates^to the^io Pact of 1947 and the Charter of the United Nations, He stated 
that the^action taken by the United States in placing a ! Quarantine" on offensive 
weapons being shipped into Cuba was in a l£gal view similar to a man having the 
right under domestic law to defend his ownHome until the arrival of the police. 
He pointed out that with the development of modern weapons^ this country could 
not wait until the attack had started to defend itself. 
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Admiral Mott, personally, was distrustful of any agreements^that the 
Sbviets might make. He stated that in his opinion the Soviets had beenpreparing o 
f$r £fi*s arms build-up in Cuba for a long time. If it had gone undetected, Khrushch^ 
Wjould have been imposition to "blackmail" this country in an. effective manner in o 
c^megion with an appearance before the United Nations or in a conference with the B 
Pfesicfent.
